Another feature that surprised him 
was the large number of sub-offices in 
warehouses and shops in London, which 
not only sold stamps and postcards, but 
were fully equipped for postal, telegraph 
and telephone business. 

Then again, the stamping department 
was equipped with electric stamping 
machinery, all of which was automati- 
cally served which effected an enormous 
Raving of labor. 

These methods 
France, said M. Chaumet, 
the cost, and i+ was mainly this system 
of economy which prevented the French 
postoffice from making experiments such 
as had been made in London and then 
followed up by practical reform. 

The under-secretary went on to state, 
that, with reference to the various re- 
forms outlined for improving the postal 
between France and England, 
he convinced that they would 
shortly reach a point that would give 
very practical results. The consultative 
committee of the postal department had 
already elaborated various plans which 
would cause greater expedition and reg- 
ularity of forwarding and delivery of 
the Franco-Anglo mail. 

Thus the first morning mail from 
Paris to London would be sent by way 
of Boulogne and Folkstone instead of 
Calais and Dover, starting an hour and 
ten minutes later and arriving one hour 
and 45 minutes earlier, an actual saving 
of almost three hours. The evening 
mail boxes would very shortly be kept 
open an hour later than at the present 
time. 


Mails to Be Expedited 


The mails coming from England were 
also to be expedited, and the French 
and English railways and the French 
customs officials would cooperate for 
this purpose. The result hoped for was 
that al] English mail would be delivered 
in Paris by the first delivery instead of, 
as at present, a large portion staying 
over till the second. 

There was, M. Chaumet said, another 
question, and one that most intimately

¢ween the two countries, viz.:

‘MATIONALIZATION ANTON OF 
AAILWAYS IN BRITAIN 
URGED ON PREMIER 


| (Special to the Moo!tor) 

LONDON—A deputation from the 
‘parliamentary committee of the Trades 
Union Congress recently gave the 
premier the opportunity of explaining 
| his attitude with regard to ques- 
tion on the nationalization of railways. 
The deputation was introduced by Mr. 
Thorne, M. P., the spokesmen being Mr. 
Walkden, secretary of the Railway 
Clerks Association, and Mr. Williams, 
secretary of the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants 

Mr. Thorne having pointed out that a 
great deal of money would be saved if 
the state took over the railways, Mr, 
Walkden said that railway workers were 
solidly in favor of nationalization, feel- 
|ing that they would get better treat- 
ment from the state. It was a frequent 
occurrence, he said, for a railway man 
to be told after 20 years’ service that 1: 
ihe did not like it, he knew what to do, 
and the work was so specialized that he 
could not find employment elsewhere. 
At this point Mr. Asquith reminded him 
that the matter cut both ways, since 
there was nobody to compete with the 
railway worker. 

Mr. Walkden went on to point out 
that the dividend on the gross capital of 
the railways had risen from 3.3 per cent 
in 1908 to 3.67 per cent in 1911, while, 
if the net capital were taken into con- 
sideration the earnings would have been 
respectively 3.90 and 4.33 per cent. The 
general rate of interest for national] and 
local securities, on he other hand, va- 
ried from 3 to 3% per cent. 

Here Mr. Buxton, president of the 
Board of Trade, who was also present, 
pointed out that in the latter case there 
was the security of the rates behind, 
whilst the shareholder had no security 
behind him except the good management 
of the line 

Mr. Walkden proceeded to point out 
that as the railways were now combin- 
ing rather than competing, they were 
face to face with private nationalization. 
They would prefer public nationali- 
zation. 

Mr. Williams, who spoke next, said 
that five years ago there was consider- 
able opposition to nationalization among 
railway workers, but their . experience 
during that time convinced them that 
there was no salvation for them short of 
nationalization. The fact that there 
were practically 100,000 men on the rail- 
Ways in receipt of less than one pound 
a week was a national disgrace. Some- 
thing would have to be done, since in a 
large number of grades railway men 
were worse off now than they were 30 
years ago. 

Mr. Asquith asked whether he con- 
tended that if the state were to acquire 
the railways they would both be able 
to raise wages and lower the freights. 
Mr. Williams replied that he was cer- 
tainly of opinion that they could; ‘8 
would simply be a question of organiza- 
tion. Mr. Asquith then asked him 
whether in countries where the railways 
were owned by the state, such as France, 
for instance, the men were better paid 
and worked shorter hours. 

Mr. Williams replied that though they 
might not be better paid, and though 
their hours might not be shorter, still 
they got free retirement and pensions, in 
addition to cottages. Neither Mr Will- 
iams nor Mr. Walkden, however, were 
able to produce any evidence to show 
that the position of the workers on the 
French railways had been improved by 
nationalization. 

After the deputation had presented 
their case, the prime minister proceeded 
to review the whole question. He ad- 
mitted that if the state had taken over 
the railways in the first instance, some 
of the initial expenses might have been 
substantially reduced and a great deal 
of the fruitless competition and unn.»x- 
essary multiplication of services avoided, 
which had to be recouped either by the 
depression of wages or by the undue in- 
crease of freights, fares, and rates. 

Mr. Asquith went on to remind the 
deputation of the enormous amount of 
capital which had been subscribed and 
paid up. The total paid up capital in 
1911, for instance, was £1,324,000,000. 
The gross receipts were £127,250,000, 
and the expenditure £78,500,000, the net 
receipts being therefore little more -han 
£48,500,000, giving a net return of 3.66 

r cent. This was the highest return 

obtained at any rate during the last 10 
years, and it’ was not, of course, a par- 
ticularly high return for a commercial 
undertaking.

EDITORIAL

Tue simplicity of a child’s mind can instruct 
us. What does the little and weak member 
of society most desire? It is not generally 
favoritism, notice nor personal advantage, 
but usually simple justice. Memories of 
outrage that stir a man often run back to 
early days of weakness when some injustice 
was helplessly endured. Measuring man by 
mental power and advantages, we may easily 
discern how even among adults there are 
those in the childlike condition of helplessness who must trust to the 
honor of others if they are to be justly treated. It requires firmness 
of character to act justly when the advantage seems to pass over 
trom one’s self to another. The man who can make a bargain and 
keep the agreement to his own apparent hurt rather than unjustly 
repudiate it, out of trifling loss wins incalculable blessing. A poet 
_of the Hebrew people represents such a man as being upon the 
ascending stairway to Zion and the house of God. 

Justice is not harsh and formal but implies always considerate- 
ness, or ability to view the situation as a whole. The unjust man 
looks only for his own advantage, and the things he covets he will 
wrest from the reluctant hand of others if he can. But cruel though 
he may be to others, to himself he is most unjust in the end. Of 
a great fortune gathered by injustice, by unfeeling exploitation of 
the necessities and fears of.others, it was philosophically said, “Every 
dollar was a separate curse.” In nothing did that fortune of aggre- 
gated dollars prosper. It vanished like an unsubstantial wraith, and 
the lives that might have built up the substance of love and generosity 
in this world went on empty of value. 

No particular significance attaches to either riches or poverty. 
The poor man may be unjust and the rich man honest. It is a 
question of how a man thinks. He reveals his thinking by what 
he does, and by what he thinks and does he eventually builds up 
the structure we term character. Ina series of acts of justice a man 
reveals first to himself and then to others what he considers 
‘valuable in life. The decisions may at first be reached by a struggle, 
but at last they become spontaneous. The highest joy a man can 
have is in spontaneous righteousness. So, Arthur Hugh Clough 
hinted, “‘say not, the struggle naught availeth.” 

The man who dwells in personal sense cannot see justice, 
because he measures all acts according to his own advantage—if he 
wins, it is just: if he loses, it is unjust. The truly just man measures 
acts by their effect on humanity. He is able to put himself in another 
man’s place. He is the advocate for man as against the schemes of 
individual men. He will not permit himself to do what is to the 
disadvantage of man, and he becomes then a helper of all those who 
are rising out of ignorance and error into dawning conceptions of the 
beauty of honor and manhood.

through the medium of cold statistics a truthful tale with reference 
to the several departments of government in that quarter, so that it 
is.only necessary to consult the records in order to discover what is 
actually going on there. 

From these records it would seem that almost from the moment 
of American occupation public education on the islands has made 
steady advancement. The American public school system was intro- 
duced as soon as it was possible after the signing of peace articles, 
and last year the number of schools in actual operation was 4500, 
with a teaching force of 9000 and an enrolment of 587,317 pupils. 
The monthly attendance had shown the very encouraging average of 
337,317 pupils. With the earliest reports came assurances that the 
Filipino children were developing a wonderful aptitude for the Eng- 
lish language; the latest reports confirm this, go so far, indeed, as 
tc pronounce the progress made by the native children in the mas- 
tery of English as bordering upon the phenomenal. Furthermore, 
there continue to be equally encouraging reports with regard to the 
native disposition toward education in general. It would appear that 
among the adult as well as among the minor Filipinos there is a 
Veritable hunger for knowledge, and that this is by no means satis- 
fied by ordinary schooling. The desire of the Filipinos of all ages

‘THERE is hope in the fact that the presidents 
of Harvard and Yale, each a layman, preach- 
ing farewell discourses to seniors, used the 
opportunity to impose solemn duties of social 
service upon youth privileged to have had a 
liberal education. At atime when, as Presi- 
dent Hadley says, “material prosperity has 
outgrown commercial law and commercial 
ethics, it is well to have youth entering upon 
active experience taught that they are espe- 
cially needed as men who can combine intelligence with a keen.sense 
of duty to the state, qualities too often divorced, in President 
Hadley’s opinion. 

President Lowell, assuming that many of his hearers were of 
the class in society living upon income from investments, or that 
they would ultimately enter that class through success in business, 
torced upon his audience consideration of the ethics of dividend- 
making and dividend-taking. Like John Galsworthy, in his recent 
searching study of British social conditions published in the London 
Mail, the Harvard executive puts his finger on the breakdown in 
ethics that comes with absentee ownership and with immense exten- 
sion of the scope and functions of trusteeship. He insists that 
stockholders must cease demanding of directors and managers favor- 
able pecuniary results that imply conditions of labor that are anti- 
social in character. So far as possible, under contemporary condi- 
tions of property forms, there must be individual knowledge of ways 
in which the property is used and of the methods by which profit is 
derived. Moral responsibility cannot be shifted by the corporation 
system; in the last analysis adherence to justice rests with persons 
who own, and not with their agents. 

This utterance is the more significant when one recalls the wide 
experience of President Lowell as an administrator of large business 
interests, and how much of his own wealth and that of his Harvard 
and Boston associates is derived from the great industries that have 
flourished in New England for generations. Much of the trouble in 
Lawrence causing the recent strike arose from absentee ownership; 
but President Lowell has given to the discussion an even broader 
turn, involving practically the entire social fabric.

Business || to speak. Not wholly for the social delights 
_ of such a gathering or for consideration of 
strictly technical matters do delegates travel 
so far. Opportunity is seized for delibera- 
tion upon issues inter-related with all forms of business and that 
can only be settled by political and governmental agents after they 
have been rightly advised. Such meetings provide occasions tor 
sifting and formulating the opinions of business men, and these 
views in turn influence lawmakers and executives. 

Few aspects of modern American business are so satisfactory 
from the ethical standpoint as the increased proportion of trade based 
on credit. As to who shall be recipients of it, and on what terms, 
these are questions decided by men such as are assembling today. 
Theirs is no easy task. Vagaries of human nature, freaks of nature, 
natural phenomena, eddies and currents of politics, effects of wars or 
rumors of wars, changes in standards of ethics, as well as statistics of 
trade, all have to be kept in mind as with arbitrary power they grant 
or withhold the right to supplies and to credit. It not only is a ques- 
tion of what A, the suppliant, will do as a seller of goods, but what 
B, C, D and E will be doing as citizens, as jingoes or as revolution- 
ists. So that to be a successful credit man implies much more than 
simply being a shrewd judge of men’s honesty or ability as traders. 
It implies insight into social conditions that invariably conduce to 
prosperity or the reverse. 

If credit men in their investigations seem to assume that a 
maximum of knowledge as to applicants 1s desirable, it 1s but the 
experience of centuries guiding them. ‘The real test of the advance 
that has been made over earlier times 1s in the amount of credit that 
now is given, once grounds for it have been established. Trade, in 
this realm at least, is more a matter of faith and trust in fellowman 
than it used to be, albeit there also exist today many agencies 
unknown to the fathers for precisely determining the assets and 
liabilities of a petitioner.

If laid 
cn a solid and substantial foundation, granite blocks should stand 
all kinds of wear indefinitely. Where, through flaws or for any 
other cause, any of them.wear out they can be as easily replaced as 
the wooden blocks. The advantage of the latter is that they are 
less noisy. | 

That it is not so much the block but the manner in which it is 
laid that determines finally whether the pavement is good or bad 
should be kept in mind. That it is not kept in mind becomes too 
apparent to anybody who takes the trouble to trace the ruts in a 
block-paved street to their cause. 
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THERE is nothing easier than .to criticize 
that which one dislikes but does not try to 
amend or to deny; there is nothing easier 
than to do nothing and point out the short- 
comings Of those that do sdémething, and 
finally, if one is candid, there is on the part of 
the average man a constant tendency to leave 
activity in this or that direction to some one 
else that is not afraid of its pains and is will- 
ing to try for its rewards. As the population 
of a country changes, the deference paid to political traditions 
changes too, and with these, either as cause or effect goes on an 
economic change. This phenomenon is shown clearly enough in 
such a book as Signore Ferrero’s history of Rome, where“he describes 
a state of things that virtually represent what happens to a common- 
wealth where imperialism goes hand in hand with commercialism 
and politics become more the occupation of men whose aims are 
purely material. It cannot be said that Roman affairs in Caesar's 
day furnish an analogy to those of any state at present because the 
ancient world had slavery and it had not Christianity. It would, 
therefore, never be safe to draw an analogy unless these facts were 
remembered. But apart from this, in the spectacle of the Roman 
senate relinquishing power on the one hand and in that of the 
arrogation of power by turbulent machines with single dictators at 
their heads, is one that is quite as profitable today as in 58 B. C. 
Men saw the phenomenon then as clearly as they may see it now 
and after their fashion they struggled against it but with no success, 
for the reason, we hazard, that for the human will of the then dictator, 
the reforming conservative, a republican of the day, could think of 
nothing better than to substitute some other human will. The cen- 
tral weakness of such a policy, though pursued with the best inten- 
tions, 1s that no man is good enough or wise enough to impose his 
personal will upon the economy and politic of millions. The eternal 
verities are rather more than a figure of speech and hard as it may 
be to find out what they are, great as may be the labor and dis- 
couragement 1n seeking to obey them, it must be by his demonstrated 
willingness to do this that one can alone earn the right to head tha, 
affairs of a nation. 

It is very easy to say all this and to assent to it; it is part with 
the carnal man’s loose thinking that he should surrender to one-man 
power and bewail the fact, but he must continue to do both until he 
have learned to do his civil duties and to guard his rights jealously. 
Argument by analogy has its pitfalls and certainly it is not our busi- 
Ness to compose a jeremiad, but some day the reader may agree 
with us that a regard for history at least will teach that mistakes 
can be repeated and are prevented only when men are determined 
not to surrender their understandings and feelings, and to leave 
reither in the hands of any one.
